In moving the resolution, Dr, Bor- 
den explained his. permanent. force 
pension — syaten. it wan tho first 
adoption of (ke principle in Canada, 
ho sald, The act wouk? only apply. 
to the permanent force, not to the 
militia, Every other country had 
Ita permanent | aystem, and ho be~ 
lleved It to be a sound principle, of 
‘which. the country would approve. 
‘There were . special reasons for its 
adopHon'in Canada. Our permanent 
force waa. not slnply the nucleus of- 
an army, but a military school for 
the active. militia, so it was im 
portant we should have ani retain 
the beat clars of men attainable. 
There had been a great difficulty in 
getting - good “men, because of the 
poor pay and lack of pension pro- 
vision. 

First, as to the pensions to non- 
commissioned officera . and men, it 
was the same as for the. Mounted 
Police since. $889. At this moment 
the only charge to the country for 
the Northwest Mounted Police pen- 
sion wan $1,800 a year, although 
the number was about the same as 
the permenant force, and the pen- 
sions had practically been in force 
for 29 years. Nothing would be de- 
ducted from the men's pay, The 
pension to the force was most justl- 
fiable. At present the Militia De- 
partment was constantly being called 
upon to provide employment for 
members of the force who had retir- 
ed. The pension system would be 
preferable.. To become entitled to a 
pension a man would have to serve 
20 years, or If, through disability, 
he left the force, he would be  pen- 
aloned at the end of 25 years. The 
pension would amount to onefiltieth 
of the pay for every year, up to a, 
total of two-thirds. The pension 
officers would mot cost the treasury 
fa dollar. 

At preacnt every officer who retir- 
ed received a gratuity equal to one 
tenth of the pay for every year, of 
service: 20 that If un officer receiving 
$2,000 a year were retired at the ond 
of 20 years he would get two years’ 
salary, or $4,000 in a luinp sum, It 
Was now proposed with this sum to.

unjustifiable-attack: by certain mem- 
bers of the Government and of the 
House. ‘The Premier, he held, should 
have given him on that occasion the 
usual customary notice, Sir Wilfrid 
might be ‘British to the core,’* but 
in. this cane he had not acted accord- 
ing to Dritish precedent, or the dic- 
tates of fair play.

A Politica}, Labor Ualea. 


What he — had stated in connection 
with this strike was that there was 
a so-alled local Inbor organiration 
of a distinctly political character: 
that this organization waa governed 
by men having no connection with 
the laboring men of Valleyfield; that 
the calling out of the militia was the 
true cause of the trouble, az no dil- 
ference had arisen between the em 
ployers and the mill hands; that Mr, 
King, the Deputy Ninister, who had 
been sent to setile”the strike, had 
displayed political bias, and his visit 
was of a political ch eter. In view 
of these representations he had ask- 
ed for an impartiat investigation in- 
to the facts. Had an enquiry teen 
conducted by the Judge of the dis- 
trict, Judge Belanger, an old Lib- 
eral, but of an impeachuble charnc- 
ter, the facts would have been din 
closed as he stated. This would 
have shown that the 3,000 employes 
of the Montreal Cotton Mills Com- 
pany had no grievance, and that the 
cause of the disturbance wus the 
fact that they had been submitted to 
the humillation of military supervis- 
jon for several days. 

Mr. Monk then read a large number 
of affidavits bearing out his charges. 

Whe Settled the Strike? 


Mr, Monk went on to say that, as 


+for Nr. King’s riatement that he had 


settled the strike, the report from 
the Militia Depurtment showed) that 
it was the imititia oMecrs, Lieut.- 
Cols. Roy, Harkin and Labelle, tho, 
by their courage ond tact, had 
brought about the condition which 
ended the strike. We quoted from 
their reports to show that on the 
Very morning, thé Monday on which 
Mr. King arrived in Valleyfield, 150 
milltiainen were sent back to Mont- 
real. The remainder Were sent tack 
in the. afternoon, and the men had 
gone to work that morning. 

Mr. Monk said the weight of evi- 
dence went to whow that the atrike 
was of a_peculiar character, brought 
on as it was, on the eve of the clec- 
tlons. The troops sent there at the 
inatigation of Mr. Creenshiclds, . led 
to riots, An Investigation woukl re- 
veal strange reasons for tho existence 
of this Jabor ufion, composed asx it 
Was, according to the evidence “and 
the report of a Valleyfield newspaper, 
of Liberal hevlers. The facts, there 
fore, justified his assertions in the 
Tfouse, and, as for Mr. King, while 
he was doubtless an able young man, 
Mr. Sutherland ought to advise him 
against mixing in with politician 
when acting ax mediator in labor 
troubles. 

Mr. Tarte to the Hescas, 

Mr, Tarte suid that Mr. Monk had 
not proved his charges against Mr. 
King, and should = withdraw them. 
Thero had been, he said, other 
strikes. Mr, Gault, recognizing that 
there wan something wrong, disiniss- 
ed the managrr. As to the officers 
of the  workingmen’s association, 
they were Liberals, and that Mr. 
Bertrand, tho accretary, Was an em- 
ploye of the canal. But many Gov- 
erninent employes belonged to trader 
unions in Ottawa, and there was no 
bar tu them being members. 

In.conclusion, Mr. Tarte praised 
the Minister and Deputy Minister of 
Labor for the successful result of the 
latter’s interposition between the 
company and the Valleyfleld xtrikern. 

Ley Blames Conservatives. 

Mr. Loy blamed = the Conservative 
party for being the cause of the 
atrike, and he = belleved an inquiry 
would prove it. He attributed Mr. 
Monk’s zeal in the matter to his 
friend, Mr. Bergeron’s, defeat, but 
that was brought about by the popu- 
larity of the present Government, 

Mr. Sutheriand Defende King. 

Hon, James Sutherland, acting 
Minister of Labor, quoted the 
charges made by Mr. Monk, and cou 
paring them with the aMdavits read, 
declared not one of them had been 
proven. Me. King had done his duty 
simply, in going to Valleyfield and 
conferring with the labor union off- 
cern, Mr. Sutherland concluded — by 
reading an affidavit fron Mr. King 
to the effect that during the two 
days he «ax in Valleyfield he devot- 
ed himself to the discharge of his 
duties ax a.conciliator and did not, 
elther directly or indirectly, canvass 
or attempt to influence anyone polis 
tically. Therefore, the statement 
made by Mr. Monk to the effect that 
he (Mr. King) = became a political 
egent, Was “‘untrue.”* 

Mr. 11. J. Logan sald it was due 


from Mr. Monk, not only as a mem- 
ber of this House, but as a gentle 
inan, to do Mr. King the justice of 
making him an apology. 
Mr. Monk took no notice of the re- 
mark, and so the incident closed.

WASP STINGS. 


People Who Have Died Frum the Ef- 
- feete of Them, 

ln an article on the stings of wasps 
& British medical journal cites the two 
following cases which hare come un- 
der its notice: A strovg, healthy girl of 
27 was stung on the neck by a warp 
and falnted. On regaining conscious 
Desy she complained of a general fcel- 
log of numbness and paftial blindness 
and romited. She suffered severe al- 
dominal pain, She recovered In the 
course of a few hours, Two months 
later she was atung again, this time on 
the hand. Wer face became flushed, 
abe again complained of numbness and 
blindness, suddenly became rery pale, 
faloted and died 25 minutes after she 
was stung. 

Another case waa that of a girl of 22 
years, who was stung by « wasp be 
bind the angle of the jaw, The sting 
was at once extracted and ammonia 
applied in a few minutes she con 
plained of faintness and would have 
fallen if she had not been supported. 
Her face assumed an expression of 
great anxiety, and a few minutes later 
she was tossing on the bed ,complain- 
{ng of a horrible feeling of choking 
and of agonizing pain In the chest and 
abdomen. Brandy gave no relief. There 
was nausea, but no vomiting. She) 
rapidly became Insensible and died 15 
minutes after recelring tho sting. The 
most probable explanation of such 
cases scems to lie in what is known as 
Mdlosyncrasy—that Is, abnormal sensi- 
tlreness In particular individualg_ to 
tertaln toxic agents. It fe well known 
that drogs vary much {fn action on dif- 
ferent people, What Is a safe dose for 
one Is dangerously large for another. 
The Inabdility of some people to eat 
atrawberries or abellfish 1a another in- 
stance of the same phenomenon. The 
active agent of bee stings is generally 
belleved to be formic acid. It therefore 
seems very desirable that we should 
have more accurate Information re 
garding the action of this drug on dif- 
ferent specics of the lower animals 
god through (hem on man ‘himself.
